RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and 
extend  the  alley  between  Scott  Avenue  and  the  south  line  of  lots  1 
and  7,  Ewing's  Out  Lots  and  the  Wabash  Ry;  said  alley  when  opened  to 
have  a uniform  width  of  twelve  (12)  feet,  the  same  to  be  made  by  con- 
demning and  appropriating-  for  such  purpose  sufficient  ltbts  and  lands 
described  as  follows:  The  south  six  (6)  feet  of  lots  Nos.  1 and  7 

of  Ewing's  Out  Lots;  also  the  north  six  (6)  feet  of  lot  No.  11, 
Thompson's  Sub.  and  the  north  six  (6)  feet  of  lots  2,  2 and  4 Thomp- 
son's Addition;  also  the  north  six  (6)  feet  of  the  several  pieces  of 
ground  lying  between  Broadway  and  lot  No.  2,  Thomp^* Addition  and
